The opening of Parliament has been prorogued pro forma until the 
middle of November.

The North Staffordshire Musical Festival, for 
the benefit of the Infirmary, took place on the 24th, 25th, 
and 26th of October, under very distinguished patronage. 
The vocal artists were Madame Clara Novello, Mrs. En- 
dersohn, Mrs. Lockey, Mr. Sims Reeves, Mr. Lockey, 
Mr. Hobbs, Mr. Land, Mr. J. L. Hatton, and Mr. Henry 
Phillips.
